2. Claims 38-58 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art fails to show or suggest a method and an apparatus for the spatially 
resolved determination of magnetic particle distribution for the determination of at 
least one property wherein the magnetic particles are introduced in a portion of 
the area of examination; lower strength and higher strength magnetic fields being 
generated in a first sub-area and a second sub-area; the spatial location of both 
sub-areas are changed and the signals are evaluated to obtain information about 
the anisotropy of the magnetic particles in the examination area.
